Tinkham recited how Cannon 
subsequently instructed Jameson 
by telegraph to say that $17,300 of 
the total had been given to the 
national anti-Smith organization, 
and that the remaining $48,000 had 
heen contributed to the anti-Smith 
Committee of Virginia. 

Although Cannon claimed that 
he was not required to account for 
contributions received by the Vh'- 
ginia committee, Tinkham told the 
House that such funds came clear- 
ly under the provisions of the Cor- 
rupt Practices Act and declared 
that Cannon’s failure to acount for 
them v “a shameless violation” 
of the law. 

Cannon’s statement to the Lobby 
Committee that he was not re- 
quired by law to make an account- 
ink was characterized by Tinkham 
as “a falsehood and obviously 
made with the intent of not ac- 
counting for $48,300 alleged to 
have been spent in Virginia.’’ Tink- 
ham pointed out that Cannon ap- 
peared before the Lobby Commit- 
tee at his own request ostensibly to 
answer charges that had been made 
against’ him, but upon arriving 
there decided not to testify.

TREASURY TO HAVE VERY 
COMFORTABLE SURPLUS 


13 Governments Pay U. S. Total of 
$117,114,598 in Cash, on 
Indebtedness. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Pres- 
ident Hoover looked forward today 
to a very comfortable Treasury 
surplus at the close two weeks 
hence of his first full fiscal your 
as the nation’s chief executive. 

Such an outcome was assured 
by quarterly income collections 
and cash payments made by for- 
eign Governments in reduction of 
their funded indebtedness to the 
United States, 

Treasyry officials decline to pre- 
dict the amount of the surplua, bat 
there are indications it will exceed 
$160,000,000. 

A total of $117,114,598.24 was 
received in cash late yesterday 
from 13 Governments. Ordinarily 
such payments are made in United 
States Government securities, auto- 
matically reducing the public debt. 

With approximately $500,000,- 
000 in quarterly income tax pay- 
ments received yesterday, the na- 
tion’s tetal revenue for the fiscal 
year will be more than 3$4,000,000,- 
000. A total of $3,470,009,000 had 
been received on June 13, but ex- 
penditures to that time had been 
$3,712,000,000, leaving a deficit of 
$242,000,000. 

The foreign payments will have 
the same effect of reducing the 
public debt as though they had 
been made in Government securi- 
ties. It is an established Tireasury 
practice under Secretary Melion to 
apply the surplus at the close of 
each fiscal year to this purpose.

GOLDSBORO, N. C., June 17.— 
P. L. Flinchum, a prohibition 
agent, was,killed, and H. V. An- 
drews, also an agent, was wounded 
seriously early today in a fight 
with alleged liquor runners who 


escaped. 

Two other officers, B. A: Dale 
and I’. E. Street, suffered undeter- 
mined injuriés when the automo- 
bile in which the four were riding 
when fired on was wrecked. 

The raiders, attached to district 
enforcement headquarters at Wil- 
son, gave chase to an automobile 
they suspected to be loaded with 
liquor at 3:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. A running nistol fight de- 
veloped. 

Near the city park here the raid- 
ers’ car Grew alongside that of the 
suspects and in an exchange of 
shots Flinchum was wounded in 
the head and Andrews shot 
through the arm and shoulder. 
Flinchum was driving the automo- 
bile and when he was shot it left 
the road and crashed into a tree, 
injuring Dale and Street. 

Andrews said the first shots were 
fired by the suspects. 

“We, were pretty close when the 
man in the right hand front seat 
of the car in front turned and be- 
gan shooting through the rear 
window of his car,” he said. “As 
far as I know none of us had pulled 
a gun at the time. I hadn't taken 
mine out of my holster.” 

The wrecked automobile showed 
eight bullet holes in the radiator. 

Flinchum is survived by a widow 
and two small children.

Frank L. Berryhill, former sales 
manager and a director of the 
First National Co., investment sub- 
sidiary of the First National Bank 
in St. Louis, pleaded guilty of em- 
bezzlement today and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in the peniten- 
tiary by Circuit Judge Taylor. 

Announcement was made that 
during two years Berryhill, whose 
annual salary was $8500, appro- 
priated $605,000 worth of bonds in- 
trusted to him by four customers 
and that about $65,000 was recov- 
erable from a_ brokerage firm 
through which he had speculated 
in stocks. 

Using money he saved and bonds 
he appropriated, Berryhill had’ 
built-up a profit of about $250,000 


shortly before last October's stock 
market crash, according to a 
spokesman for his company, 

Leaves for Penitentiary, 

After sentence was pronounced, 
Berryhill spent an hour at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts building, chatting 
with friends and submitting to vac- 
cination at the city clinic, then left 
at noon for the penitentiary at Jef- 
ferson City in an automobile with 
a deputy sheriff. “I'll be good up 
there,” he remarked to friends, “1 
got used to discipline in the army.” 

Berryhill pleaded guilty under 
four informations issued late yes- 
terday following his surrender after 
two weeks in hiding. He was sen- 
tenced to five years, the maximum 
for embezzlement, on each count, 
but two of the sentences were or- 
dered to run consecutively and two 
concurrently. 

Quietly dressed in a neat blue 
suit, black shoes, white shirt and 
gray hat, Berryhill appeared at the 
Municipal Courts Building shortly 
after 10 a. m. with his attorney, 
Sigmund M. Bass, and a group of 
friends, going before Judge Wein- 
brenner in Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, where he waived a prelim. 
inary hearing in accordance with 
a& prearranged plan. | 

Judge Disqualifies Seif. 

The case was transferred inime- 
diately to Judge Calhoun’s division 
of Circuit Court. However, Judge 
Calhoun . disqualified himself be- 
cause he had known Berryhill per- 
sonally for many years and the 
group moved to another courtroom 
where Judge Taylor presided. 

Berryhill, who is tall and broad- 
shouldered, with a figure of an 
athlete, stood before the bench an- 
swering the Court’s questions bricf- 
ly as the informations were read, 
When Judge Taylor asked, “How 
did you get possession of these 
bonds?” he replied, “Through cus- 
tomers of the company.” When 
asked, “What did yoa do with 
them?’ he replied, “I deposited 
them to the credit of my personal 
account at a brokerage house.” 
Concluding the examination, 
Judge Taylor asked the total 
amount of the embezzied bonds. 
and Berryhill replied. “I don't 
know; Mr. Tompkines has the rec- 
ord.” William C. Tompkins, au- 
ditor for the First National Co., 
rose and announced that the bonds 
totaled $606,300, adding that the 
firm of Knight, Dysart & Gamble 
held $333,000 worth of the bonds 
to secure a debt of $268,000 due 
from Berryhill.

WASHINGTON, 
approval of export of arms, muni- 
tions of war and airplanes for mili- 
tary purposes to the Soviet, Union 
has become a policy of the Arneri- 
can Government. 

While no governmental agency 
is empowered by law to restrict 
such exportations, officials of the 
State Department said today the 
administration would follow the 
policy of informing prospective ex- 
porters that such shipments were 
“regarded with disfavor.” 

The decision came to light after 
the Glenn L. Martin Co. of Balti- 
more opened negotiations with the 
soviet to manufacture 20 bombing 
planes and other aircraft and 
equipment at an approximate cost 
of $2,000,000. 

The negotiations, however, were 
brought to an end when the Staie 
Department, after consulting other 
Government departments, includ- 
ing the Navy, indicated its disap- 
proval. 

The discussions looking toward 
the drawing of a contract for the 
planes began with the visit of a 
Soviet Aviation Commission. They 
included such considerations as the 
training of Russian pilots and the 
establishment and operation of a 
Russian plant by the Martin Co. 
until such time as the Soviet au- 
thorities could take it over. 

State Department officials said 
today they had for some time re- 
viewed requests for exportation of 
arms and military equipment to 
the Soviet Union. In the present 
instance disfavor was expressed 
“in view of certain recent develop- 
ments.”’ 

The import of these “develop- 
ments” was not expanded upon by 
the department, and officials de- 
clined to discuss what they had in 
mind in offering this reason for 
their action. 

The policy is not without prece- 
dent, regulations now being in force 
regarding the export of arms and 
military equipment to China. 

A similar policy of expressing 
“disfavor’ is maintained by the 
State Department regarding certain | 
foreign loans, international bank- 
ers regularly inquiring of the de- 
partment if it has any objections 
to the issuance in the United 
States of loans of foreign nations.

BEGUN BY GRAND 
JURY IN CHICAGO 


Investigation Ordered by 
Chief Justice Normoyle 
to Be Conducted by 
State’s Attorney Himself.

CHICAGO, June 17—Half a 


dozen public agencies and a Cook 
County grand jury today took up 


the problem of gang rule and 
crime, prompted by: the murder of 
Alfred J. Lingle, the Chicago 
Tribune’s veteran gangland re- 
porter. 

“You have nothing to fear,” 
Chief Justice Normoyle of the 
Criminal Court told the ‘jurors. 
“Gangsters are inherent cowards, 
dangerous only wher they run in 
packs,”’ 
The action of Judge Normoyle in 
summoning the grand jury was en- 
tirely unexpected. Asked later 
what had prompted his action; 
Judge Normoyle said: 
“A man has been murdered and 
as a consequence the Police Com- 
missioner and a deputy (Chief of 
Detectives John Stege) have re- 
signed at the demand of public and 
press. I know nothing about this, 
but I am a law enforcement offi- 
cer in charge of the grand jury, 
and the grand jury functions for 
just such situations.” 

Swanson to Direct Inquiry. 
State’s Attorney John A. Swan- 
son will direct the grand jury in- 
quiry, and the evidence will be 
gathered by his special investiga- 
tor, at Roche. 3 
The position of acting Police 
Commissioner was taken over last 
night by John H. Alcock, who has 
been first Deputy Commissioner.

3 ARABS EXECUTED 
FOR MURDERS IN 


General _Throughout 
Palestine—Moslem Houses

morning at the jail at Acre for 
murders committed in the Arab- 
Jewish rioting of last August. All 
ndeavors of the Arab Executive, 
onopeinel by the heads of the 
Christian churches, to obtain a re- 
prieve for the Arabs failed. 
A general strike was called and 
was observed throughout Palestine, 
Shops, -practically without’ excep- 
tidn, .were closed.

Intense excitement prevailed at 
Acre where Arabs demanded the 
bodies of the executed men for 
burial to save them from burial in 
the jail cemetery. 
British airplanes flew over the 
town. From 10 a. m. to 10:30 a. 
m., Arabs were called to _ the 
mosques for prayer in memorial 
services for \the dead.

“rationalize its finances as it has 
its industry.” 

“Germany,” he said, “has made 
an astonishing recovery. Much has 
been said of the rationalizing of 
its industry. What they now need 
is to place their finances on the 
same sturdy basis, Now they have 
more incentive. Since they are 
free to do it. And I am certain 
they have the ability.” 

He said there has been a grati- 
fying consistency in the direction 
of Germany commercial growth, 
and that its foreign trade had im- 
proved at the rate of 1,000,000,000 
marks. ($238,500,000) a year. He 
said commerical relations between 
France and Germany were excel- 
lent. 

Germany, he said, at present had 
the same business depression’ that 
exists throughout the world, and 
while it still has an unemploy- 
ment problem it is not as acute 
now as six years ago. 

Gilbert, who is 38 years old, is 
one of the youngest men ever to 
hold a post of such responsibility 
as he just relinquished.

Report Indicates Possibility 
of Increasing Somewhat 
Salvage in $2,000,000 
Brokerage Crash. 


A report and inventory of the 
assets of W. H, Young & Bros... 
Inc., investment brokerage firm 
which collapsed last March with 
a loss to investors of more 
than $2,000,000, was filed in Bank- 
ruptcy Court yesterday, showing 
net assets available at this time to 
creditors of $6850. This represents 
receipts by Receiver F. E. Williams 
of $11,910, less $5059 expended in 
costs of receivership. 

The report, however, Indicates a 
possibility that additional amounts 
may be realized through litigation 
over rights to equities in the homes 
of the Young brothers, which it is 
stated were presumably purchased 
with funds of the bankrupt com- 
pany. | 

Other possibilities for enhance- 
ment of assets include the realiza- 
tion of a limited amount upon va- 
rious securities which the bankrupt 
company had deposited to secure 
accounts with other brokerage 
houses. No definite amount of to- 
tal assets to be distributed are 
available from the report, which in- 
dicates that legal procedure must be 
resorted to in a number of in- 
stances to determine the rights of 
the bankrupt in various securities 
and properties held by itself and 
subsidiaries. 

The report lists accounts receiv- 
able of $441,000, most of which are 
of doubiful value, including $189,- 
000 due from subsidiaries, $45,358 
representing advances to officers 
and employes, and $60,000 cash de- 
posit accounts with insurance and 
brokerage firms. 1

Adopts Resolution by Glass 
Asking Upon What Law 
Secretary of State Permits 
Their Sale in U. S.

WASHINGTON, June 17. — With 

the flotation of $100,000,000 of 

German reparation bonds in this

A resolution by Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, calling upon the 
Secretary of State to inform the

Text of Glase’ Resolution, 


The resolution of Glass reads: 

“That the Secretary of State be 
and hereby is requested to inform 
the Senate upon what authoriza- 
tion of law, constitutional or statu- 
tory, expressed or implied, does 
the State Department base its right 
either to approve or disapprove in- 
vestment securities offered for sale 
in the money markets of the 
United States by foreign Govern- 
ments, corporations or individuals. 

“By what sanction of law, con- 
stitutional or statutory does the 
State Department assume the right 
to direct the action of the Federal 
Reserve Board or banks with re- 
spect to their lawful powers con- 
cerning the business for banking 
in foreign countries or the in- 
vestment of these banks in foreign 
securities offered in the money 
markets of the United States.’’ 

Chairman McFadden of the 
House Banking Committee, who is 
strongly opposed to the sale of 
the German bonds in this country, 
said he hoped “the Senate has 
more luck than I did in getting 
information from the State Depart- 
ment as to its authority to approve 
or disapprove the sale of the se- 
curities.”’ 

Hearings in House Ldkely.

Plants Grow Twice As Fast, 
Upside Down in Experiments 
Of Washington U. Botanists 

Effect of Artificial Light on Development 


Studied at Shaw’s Garden in Tests of 
Three Graduate Students. 
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Plant growth was drastically al- 
tered by radiations in experiments 
by three graduate students of plant 
physiology, who obtained their 
masters’ degrees last week in the 
Henry Shaw School of Botany at 
Washington University. 

Plants were made to lose their 

sense of direction and grow—or at- 
tempt to grow—upside down by 
chemical treatment of seeds inci- 
dental to one experiment. Cot- 
ton, artificially placed on a 24-hour 
day, made twice normal growth. 
Rays used in the treatment of 
rickets in children were found to 
stimulate the growth of plants. 
X-rays, ultra-violet light and or- 
dinary incandescent electric light 
were employed in the experiments. 
The work, explained Prof. E. S&S. 
Reynolds, professor of plant physi- 
ology and physiologist to Shaw’s 
Garden, was a phase of investiga- 
tions which have engaged a small 
army of scientists for several years 
—study of the effects of various 
radiations upon life processes, 
“To the biologist,” he said, “all 
living organisms are fundamentally 
alike. Resnits obtained in one 
group may be of sie~'**--nce in re- 
gard to other groups of quite dif- 
ferent type.’ 
Tomato and cucumber plants 
grew a third higher than normal 
under ultra-violet treatment admin- 
istered by Harry J. Fuller. Other 
investigators had reached varying 
conclusions as to whether ultra- 
violet was an aid to plant growth. 
Fuller departed from their meth- 
ods by several measures to regu- 
late dosage. He increased the dis- 
tance of the plants from the quartz 
lamp to 100 inches, screened out 
the injurious “shorter” rays not 
found in ordinary sunlight, and be- 
gan with a half minute exposure, 
increased by a half minute daily 
for five weeks. 


Growth 12 Inches Greater. 


Tomato plants rayed in this man- 
ner grew 32 inches, while unrayed 
plants, otherwise under the same 
greenhouse conditions, grew 20 
inches. Unrayed cucumber plants 
grew 24 inches, while rayed plants 
grew 36 to 38 inches. These fig- 
ures were each for averages of 100 
plants, since large groups were 
used to minimize the effect of 
chance variations. 

When some plants were treated 
with the unscreened mercury vapor 
lamp, receiving the injurious short 
rays along with the beneficial 
longer rays, they were badly 
burned. None reached a height 
above five inches or an age greater 
than three weeks. Fuller. also 
averaged the daily periods and'sub- 
jected a group to the average’ dose, 
nine minutes a day, unchanged 
from start to finish. This group 
showed less growth than those 
where the dose was gradually in- 
creased. 

Mustard seedlings were subjected 
to X-rays by Miss Dorothy Francis 
to test out the suggestion, inferred 
from the use of X-rays in medi- 
cine, that they acted selectively on 
the faster growing tissues and 
might be especially injurious to 
plants comparable in that respect 
to cancer. Growth of the mustard 
was retarded. Seedlings subjected 
to X-rays from which the “softer’’ 
rays had been removed by an 
aluminum screen were more def- 
initely injured, raising the possi- 
bility that the “soft” rays were 
beneficial. 


Cotton Growth Doubled. 
Earl EB. Berkley effectually dou- 
bled the growth of cotton plants 
by doubling their normal] 12-hour 
day. He studied three “day- 
lengths’; 12 hours ordinary day- 
light, daylight plus four hours of 
artificial light and continuous 
light, which included, of course, 12 
hours under incandescent light. He 
subjected two groups to each of 
the three schedules, one group at 
90 degrees Fahrenheit, near the 
ideal temperature, and another at 
$0 degrees. 
In 5% months the high-tempera- 
ture group reached a height of 34 
inches in the “continuous day,” 30 
inches in the 16-hour day, and 19 
inches in the normal 12-hour day. 
The 80-degree group reached 19 
Inches in continuous days, 15 
inches in 16-hour day, and i11 
inches tn the 12-hour day. 
Curiously enough, Berkley found, 
the normal] or high temperature 
group flowered only on the short 
or normal day, whereas those at 
the abnormally low temperature 
flowered on the abnormally long 
day as well as the short-day 
schedule. 
A peculiar reaction on plant 
sense of gravity, which enables the 
roots to turn Gown and the stem 
upward, even in the dark, against 
any attempt to train it otherwise, 
was noted preliminary to the ex- 
periment. Berkeley treated some 
of the seeds with chemicals to rid 
them of plant diseases. The chem- 
icals, he believed, must have in- 
jured the sensitive zone, near the 
root-cap, whereby plants are 
thought to feel the pull of gravity, 
for, in some cases, roots began to 
push up into the air while stems 
remained underground. 

Resistance to Disease. 

Another line of research engag- 
ing the attention of . Reynolds 
is fhe study of chemical factors in 
plants resistant to disease. Various 
scientists are seeking to determine 
why, in many species, certain 
strains have resistance to certain 
diseases. The practical possibility 
is that of combining resistance 
with other destrable qualities. 


Dr. Reynolds ts attacking the 
particular problem of flax wilt, a 


‘marin, a glucoside

disease caused by a fungus. He 
has found two substances in flax 
which are poisonous to the fungus. 
One of them is still unknown and 
the other he has identified as lina- 
which breaks 
down under the action of 
enzmye or ferment produced in 
flax, into glucose and hydrocyanic 
acid, which is specifically more poi- 
sonous to the cause of the wilt than 
to some other fungi. 

The existence of the mysterious 
other substance is shown mainly in 
the fact that the fungus will not 
grow in water extracts of the flax 
in about the same concentration as 
fresh flax juice, even after extracts 
have been subjected to heat, which 
will expel the hydrocyanic acid.

This report, it is undefstood, 
follows in general the recom- 
mendations of R. F. Kelker Jr., 
the commy:sion’s consulting eng- 
ineer, made some months ago. 

One matter bothering the Com- 
mission is rapid transit. Kelker 
said St. Louis was not ready for 
it, but recommended adopting a 
plan for possible future execution, 
based on the Kinsey-Smith plan 
published in 1926. He urged that 
full use first be made of a num- 
ber of comparatively inexpensive 
expedients to obtain traffic relief. 
The Commission agrees with him 
in the main, but is understood 
to lean toward early construction 
of a traffic relief street car sub- 
way under Olive street b@tween 
Nineteenth and Third streets which 
might later be utilized in a rapid 
transit system. 

Scope of Improvement an. Issue. 

The extent of improvement to 
be made if the street railway sys- 
tem, through additional invest- 
ment, is /one question before the 
Commission. It will be recalled 
that Kelker submitted a report 
last Dec. 2 covering “improvement 
which can be made in the existing 
transportation facilities, the traf-’ 
fic regulations and the street sys- 
tem.” 

He recommended “that the 
Transportation Survey Commission 
take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to secure the following$im- 
provements and betterments in 
transportation facilities and serv- 
ice,” then enumerated in detail 
improvements in the street rail- 
way system which he estimated 
would cost $23,800,000 if made 
over a period of five years, 

It is not known whether in the 
light of later developments and 
information Kelker has modified 
his general views formed six 
months ago. When Kelker was in 
St. Louis last week the Post-Dis- 
patch sought an interview on the 
subject, but he saif that since the 
Commission now had his recom- 
mendations under consideration 
he thought it would be improper 
for him to discuss them for pub- 
lication. ee 

Possible Rise in Valuztion. 

An important question about the 
$23,000,000 street railway 
provement program, and one which 
the Post-Dispatch wished to ask 
Kelker, is whether in the light of 
constantly declining car riding it 
would be good business for the 
street car cOmpany, Or sOund in- 
vestment for the public from 
which the money would be bor- 
rowed, to make so large an ex- 
penditure in additional facilities 
for that type of service. 

The $23,000,000 program is of 
particular significance because it 
was on the assuinption it was nec- 
essary that the Finance Committee 
reported the 


piring in 1939 and 1948 were grant- 
ed the Public Service Co., operat- 
ing the street railway system. 

It is obvious that additions to 
invested capital require additional 
earnings for return which can come 
only from increase of revenues or 
reduction of operating expenses. 
Since wages and taxes are the 
largest items in operating expenses, 
the possibility of reduction in that 
field is limited. 

The Post-Dispatch showed in an 
article published last Dec. 19 that 
the expenditure of $23,800,000 for 
improvements, as recommended by 
Kelker, would be likely: to result 
in the addition of at least $19,000,- 
000 to the company’s valuation, 
making a total of $84,500,000 upon 
which it would be entitled to earn 
a return of 7.14 under the rulings 
of the Siate Public Service Com- 
mission. By analysis of the com- 
pany’s reports it was shown that 
the additional return necessary 
would be an increase of approxi- 
mately 70 per cent and that it 
would require an increase of about 
50 per cent in number of riders. 


Use of Street Cars Declining. 

Recent developments indicate not 
only that it is probably impossible 
to increase street car riding, but 
that the continued loss of riders 
goes on unchecked or at accelerat- 
ed rate. Three important develop- 
ments in St. Louis indicate this 
trend is a tide that cannot be 
stayed. They are: 

First: Census reports show 
St. Louis’ population increased 
only 44,000, or 5.7 per cent, in 
the last 10 years. 

Second: A traffic survey con- 
ducted May 26 by the St. Louis 


Public Service Co. shows street | 


cars are not holding their own 

in the proportion they carry of 

total traffic entering the down- 
town business district. 

Third: Weekly reports of the 
Public Service Co. to the State 
Public Service Commission show 
the decrease in revenue passen- 
gers since the first of the year 
has been 8.6 per cent as com- 
pared with last year; a much 
greater decrease than in any 
previous period, the maximum. 
heretofore having been 5.4 per 
cent, in 1929. 

The census figures are significant 
because they show very little in- 
crease, in the number of potential 
riders available to the street car 
system upon which Kelker recom- 
mended the expenditure of $23,- 
800,000 for .improvements. Taken 
with the vast increase in the num- 
ber of private automobiles, they in- 
dicate there is little or no probabil- 
ity of a material gain in street car 
riding. Taken with the activity of

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A NATIONAL DISGRACE. 

Senator Black's powerful speech on Muscle Shoals 
should awaken the country to the disgraceful delay 
in putting this great plant to work.

A compromise, sug- 
gested by Senator Norris, to lease the nitrate plant 
to fertilizer companies while permitting the Govern- 
ment to operate and control the power plant, has 
been refused by the House.

TARIFFS AND PROSPERITY. 
Repetition is reputation. If a thing is repeated 
often enough people will finally come to believe it. 
So we have been told, again and again, that high 
tariffs make for prosperity. Republican administra- 
tions raise tariff rates; the country is prosperous 
under Republican administrations. Democratic a#- 
ministrations lower the tariff; this causes “Demo- 
cratic hard times.” That is the great tariff myth. 
It was trotted out again the other day by Senater 
David Reed of Pennsylvania to justify his vote for | 
a bill which he admitted would be harmful in its) 
effect on many of our people. The Fordney-McCum- | 
ber tariff act, he said, was a horn of plenty which | 
had showered us with the blessings of Republican | 
prosperity. 
There is only one answer that can be made io 
this hoary legend, and that is that it is false. 
have had bad times as well as good times under 
high tariffs. The panic of 1873 came in the admin- 
istration of President Grant under the Civil War 
tariff act of 1864, which levied average duties of 47 
per cent. The panic of 1893, in the administration 
of ‘President Cleveland, occurred under the terms of 
the McKinley tariff of 1890, a Republican measure 
with an average rate of duty of 46.3 per cent. The 
panic of 1907, in the second administration of 
President Roosevelt, took place under the Republi- 
can Dingley tariff of 1897 which had boosted average 
duties to 57 per cent, the highest in our history. 
The business depression of 1930 is upon us under 
the terms of the Fordney-McCumber act of 1922, the} 
same act with which Mr. Reed credits the prosperity 
of the years 1922 to 1929. 
The argument is a curious one. If business is 
good under a high tariff, the tariff caused it. If busi- 
ness is bad, however, the depression is due to other 
causes entirely beyond the control of the party. When | 
the tariff is low, the argument runs the other way. 
Are there hard times? Naturally, this is because 
tariff is low. Is business booming? Then that is 
due to other causes, not to the lower duties. 
There was a tariff law from 1922 to 1929. There} 
was prosperity from 1922 to 1929. But the tariff 
did not cause the prosperity any more than the pros- 
perity caused the tariff. In fact, American agricul- 
ture has been suffering from serious depression under 
the highest agricultural rates in our history, and 
the textile mills of New England have celebrated 
our mountainous textile duties by closing their doors. 
The truth of the matter is that tariffs are of little 
importance as causes either of general prosperity or 
of general business depression. Prof. Wesley C. 
Mitchell, in his classic work on “business cycles,” 
found tariffs to be of so little significance that he 
ignored them entirely. Cyclical fluctuations of busi- 
ness activity are matters of price levels, money and 
credit, purchasing power, changing demand. over- 
capitalization and ihgumerable other factors. To ex- 
plain prosperity sim terms of tariffs is to con- 
fess to a superstitious bellf in magic, and supersti- 
tion is a sorry substitute for reason in one who powes 
as a statesman.

TO CHECK ‘UNDUE 
SPECIALIZATION 
-INHIGH SCHOOLS 


ere, Effective at Begin- 
ning of September Term. 


Changes in the accrediting of 
St. Louis high schools to check 
what is termed “undue specializa- 
tion” on the part of young people 
will be put.in effect at the begin- 


tember, it was announced yester- 
day. Outstanding among them are 
the requirement of four years’ 
study of English, the placing of 
laboratory or shop coursés on a 
uniform basis of one-half-the value 
for 
the same number of periods spent. 
and an extended control over elec- 
tive subjects. 

The alterations are made “to 
meet general educational needs and 
at the same time to make provision 
for special interests and aptitudes 
of pupils," according to the circu- 
lar making the announcement. and 
are in accordance with standards 
of the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
which accredits St. Louis high 
schools. 

Under the system, high school 
training will follow the regular 
four-year course after eight grades 
of elementary work. Sixteen units 
of credit for the study of four sub- 
jects for four years will be re- 
quired for graduation. 

Four Years of English. 

Of the 16 units, four must be in 
English, and four units of English 
will. be the maximum credit al- 
lowed. Each student will be re- 
quired to have in addition two 
years of history and a social 
science and a year of natural 
science. Up to 1930 only three 
years of English and a year of his- 
tory or social science were neces- 
sary, with a provision for natural 
science training if the student had 
not had such study in his last years 
of elementary school. 

Of the nine other units not 
specifically required, three must be 
in another major. or subject pur- 
sued fer three years, and two oth- 
ers in a minor for two years. The 
remaining four units are truly elec- 
tive on the part of the pupil. Five 
periods a week of required phy- 
sical education and music, oral ex- 
pression or art appreciation, for 
which credit will not be given are 
included in the standard course. 
The adoption of the last two 
courses marks a difference in al- 
lowing the pupil a wider latitude 
for self-expression. 

Shop or laboratory subjects for 
the development of manual skill, 
such as art drawing, home arts, 
manual training, mechanical draw- 
ing, bookkeeping and typewriting, 
will receive only half as much 
credit for the same number of pe- 
riods spent in academic subjects. 
In some of the courses, therefore, 
a unit’s credit will be given for 
10 periods a week instead of five; 
in others, such as typewriting, in 
which instructors say.a student 
tends to become tired after a cer- 
tain number of hours, only five pe- 
riods a week will be conducted, 
with a half-unit credit given. A 
full unit will be allowed for two 
such courses taken at different 
hours in the day, and not consecu- 
tively. : 

Extra Work Permitt 
Students with high scholastic 
standings will be allowed to take 
extra work as formerly, the same 
reguiations for grade standards will 
hold, and credits for applied study 
in music will be allowed to supple- 
ment the course. 

In regard to the changes, Miss 
Lillie R. Ernst, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Instruction, said: “We 
feel that, with the growth of the 
vocational school, those students 
who insist that their high school 
education be a matter of commer- 
cial or vocational studies be direct- 
ed to a school of that nature. We 
feel, at the same time, that there 
was been an undue specialization 
on the part of young people of the 
regular highs schools. 

“We are keeping the commercial 
subjects in order that students may 
round out their high school edu- 
cations with such training. The 
boy who looks forward to going to 
a technical college will find years 
in the shop in high school of ad- 
vantage as a’ part of his prepara- 
We believe that special fields 


education.” 

Students who intend to take 
courses in college will be advised 
of necessary preparation. Copies 
of the new system of credits will 
be printed and distributed to par- 
ents during the summer.
